caps that were beyond reproach. 
Crimped pennons and plumes. 
creascless overalls, newly ochred 
cap-lines, and spotless gauntlets. 
all served to complete the turn-out 
of a guard, of which any regiment 
in his Majesty's Service would feel 
proud, 

Youthful orderly officers found 
this parade almost as great an 
ordeal as the members of the guard 
themselves, for the R'S.M. was al- 
ways more than usually ‘‘regi- 
mental,’’ and one never knew when 
the Adjutant was going to put in 
an appearance. ; 

All the glamour and smartness, 
however, did not make Sergeant 
Ryan happier when he paraded on 
the night of the particular guard 
with which we are concerned. The 
date was the 19th March, and 
Hookey’s remark the previous 
evening anent the gallant non- 
com's St. Patrick’s Day festivities 
had not, it would seem, been with- 
out justification. A lance-cap, 
too, is not the most comfortable 
headgear to wear under such cir. 
cumstances, and inwardly Ryan 
waq praying that no trivial loss of 
balance, or hesitation of command 
on his part, would mar the cere- 
mony of marching off, and reliev- 
ing the old guard. He was sadly 
aware of the fact that he was just 
in control of himself, and only 





dust. He had not dared to apply 
for an exchange of duty for * 
particular guard, as the Adjutegggs 
and RAS.M, were fully aware of his 
weakness, and would have cuessed 
the real reason. Se, soldicr-like, he 
had to ‘‘stiek it.’ 

Our hero, Walker, had fallen in 
on the left, and as the guard that 
day numbered off from the right, 
he was third relief, as only one 
post was furnished, and that on the 
main gate. 

Consequently, after the ceremo- 
nies of inspection, marching off, re- 
turning the old guard's compli- 
ments, taking over the euard-room. 
ela, relieving the sentry, and fi- 
nally being dismissed to the guard- 
room, had all been performed, 
Walker had a period of four hours 
before he would take over the main 
wate, 

The sentry post was from the 
main gate under the arched gate- 
way, up to the barrack square, the 
guard-room being on the sentry’s 
vight as he paeed towards — the 
square, On the opposite side of 
the archway was the Quartermas- 
ter’s stores, but the doorway of 
this was further down the ar’ 
towards the main gate. 

At 7 pam. precisely Sergeant 
Ryan paraded the bold Hookey, 
cloaked, as the order was for the 
third relief at this time of year, 
inspected him, and marched him 
to the sentry box to relieve his 
comrade now on duty. Orders 
were read over, ‘‘Sentries pass,’’ 
shouted in stentorian tones by the 
gallant sergeant, and Private 
Walker was left in sole charge of 
the main gate of the Cavalry Bar- 
racks at Shornshot. 

Also, exactly twenty-five min- 
utes later the same Private Walker 
met his fianeee and her mother at 
the portals of the Iocal picture pa- 
Jace, and somewhat hurriedly ush- 


ered them to the ninepenny seats 


that he had reserved, fervently 
praying that the ‘Regimental’ or 
none of his own squadron N.C.O's 
were at the cinema that evening. 

At about 7.45 pam, Sergeant 
Ryan paid his first visit to the 
third relief. That is to say he 
steod at the door of the guard.
